Whereas  it  is  expedient  to  provide  for  the  prevention 
and  control  of  4[diseases  affecting  livestock  and  birds], 
it  i s hereby  enacted  as  follows  : — 

CHAPTER  I— Preliminary 


1.  5[(/)  This  Act  may  be  called  the  Punjab  Live- 
stock and  Birds  Diseases  Act,  1948.]

(2)  It  extends  to  the  whole  of  the  J[State]  of  2[Punjab]. 

(3)  This  section  shall  come  into  force  at  once  and  the 
3f  State]  Government  may  by  notification  bring  the  rest  of 
the  Act,  or  any  part  of  it,  into  force  in  the  3[ State]  or  in 
any  area  in  the  3[State]  on  such  date  and  for  such  period 
as  may  be  specified  in  the  notification. 


2.  Notwithstanding  anything  contained  in  section  1, 
the  3[  State]  Government  may  by  notification  exempt  any 
area  from  any  or  all  of  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  or  direct 
that  any  provision  of  this  Act  shall  apply  to  any  area  with 
such  modifications  as  may  be  specified. 

3.  In  this  Act,  unless  there  is  anything  repugnant  in 
the  subject  or  context, — 

4[(<z)  ‘livestock’  means  all  domesticated  animals 
maintained  on  farms  or  by  individuals  including 
horses,  donkeys, mules,  elephants,  cattle,  buffaloes, 
goats,  sheep,  dogs,  cats  or  such  other 
animals  as  may^from  time  to  time  be  specified 
by  the  State  Government  by  notification; 

(aa)  ‘bird’  means  a domesticated  fowl,  goose  or 
chick,  and  includes  such  other  bird  as  may  from 
time  to  time  be  specified  by  the  State  Govern- 
ment by  notification ;] 

(b) i ‘an  infective  5[ livestock  or  birds]  ’ is  one  which 
is  affected  with  a scheduled  disease  or  has  recently 
been  in  contact  with  or  in  close  proximity  to 
5[ livestock  or  bird]  so  affected  ;

4.  The  diseases  specified  in  the  Schedule  in  Appendix  sch  earned  Distares 
I shall  in  the  first  instance  be  scheduled  diseases  for  the 

purpose  of  this  Act,  but  the  x[State]  Government  may, 
by  notification — 

(a)  delete  any  entry  from  the  Schedule,  or 

(b)  include  in  the  Schedule  any  communicable 
disease  of  2 [livestock  or  birds]  to  which  it  is 
expedient  in  their  opinion  that  the  provisions 
of  this  Act  should  apply. 

5.  (1)  The  ^State]  Government  may  either  by  name  veterinary  Sur- 
or  designation  appoint  any  person  holding  the  office  of  gcons' 
Veterinary  Assistant  or  Veterinary  Assistant  Surgeon,  or 

any  graduate  of  a recognised  veterinary  college  whom 
they  think  fit  to  be  a Veterinary  Surgeon  for  the  purposes 
of  this  Act,  and  may  define  the  area  within  which  he  shall 
exercise  the  powers  and  perform  the  duties  of  a Veterinary 
Surgeon  under  this  Act. 

(2)  A Veterinary  Surgeon  shall  have  all  the  powers 
of  an  Inspector  under  this  Act,  and  may  exercise  such 
powers  concurrently  with  his  powers  as  Veterinary  Sur- 
geon. 

6.  The  x[State]  Government  may  either  by  name  or  inspectors, 
designation  appoint  any  person  it  thinks  fit  to  be  an  In- 
spector for  any  or  all  of  the  purposes  of  this  Act,  and  may 

define  the  area  within  which  he  shall  exercise  the  powers 
and  perform  the  duties  incidental  to  such  purposes.

8.  An  Inspector  may,  subject  to  any  rules  made  in 
this  behalf  by  the  ^State]  Government,  enter  and  inspect 
any  land  or  building  or  other  place  or  any  vessel  or  vehicle, 
for  the  purpose  of  exercising  the  powers  or  performing  the 
duties  conferred  and  imposed  on  him  by  or  under  this  Act. 

CHAPTER  II — The  Control  of  Disease. 


9.  (7)  The  4[  State]  Government  for  the  purposes  of 
preventing  the  outbreak  or  spread  of  any  scheduled 
disease,  may,  by  notification  prohibit  or  regulate  in  such 
manner  and  to  such  extent  as  they  may  think  fit — 

(a)  the  bringing  or  taking  into  the  2[  State]  of 
3[Punjab]  or  any  specified  place  therein  of  any 
4[livestock  or  birds] , alive  or  dead  or  of  any  parts 
of  animals,  or  of  any  kind  of  fodder,  bedding  or 
other  thing  which  may,  in  their  opinion,  carry 
infection  ; 

(b)  the  removal  from  any  specified  part  of  the 
2[  State]  of  3[Punjab]  of  any  such  ^[livestock  or 
birds],  parts  of  4[livestock  or  birds],  or  things. 


(2)  The  estate]  Government  may,  by  notification, 
specify  the  season  or  seasons  during  which  and  the  route 
or  routes  by  which  4[livestock  or  birds]  may  be  imported 
into  the  2[State]  and  no  person  shall  import  4[livestock  or 
birds]  into  the  2[State]  otherwise  than  during  the  season 
and  by  the  route  so  appointed. 

(3)  The  1[State]  Government  may  establish  quaran- 
tine stations  for  the  inspection  and  detention  of  such 
4[livestock  or  birds]  along  the  route  appointed  under 
sub-section  (2). 

C 4 ) The  period  of  detention  of  4[livestock  or  birds] 
at  a quarantine  station  for  the  purpose  of  inspection, 
vaccination,  if  necessary  , marking  and  issuing  of  a permit 
for  the  release  of  4[livestock  or  birds]  from  the  station 
shall  be  such  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  1[State] 
Government.

cleansed  and  disinfected  periodically  in  such  manner  as  cies. 

the  2[State]  Government  may  by  regulations  prescribe. 

(2)  The  2[ State]  Government  may  appoint  places, 
where  an  Inspector  may  detain  and  inspect  any  such 
vessel  or  vehicle  and,  if  it  is  not  in  a sanitary  condition,  the 
Inspector  may  require  it  to  be  cleansed  and  disinfected  in 
the  manner  prescribed  within  such  time  as  he  may  appoint. 

(5)  If  such  vessel  or  vehicle  is  not  so  cleansed  and  dis- 
infected within  the  appointed  time  the  Inspector  may 
cause  it  to  be  cleansed  and  disinfected  at  the  expense  of  its 
owner. 

(4)  This  section  shall  not  apply  to  the  rolling  stock 
of  any  railway  or  any  aircraft.

13.  Every  owner  or  person  in  charge  or  every  per- 
son bringing  into  the  *[ State]  of  2[Punjab]  and  every 
veterinary  practitioner  who  has  been  called  to  treat, 
3[livestock  or  bird]  which  he  has  reason  to  believe  to  be 
infective  shall  forthwith  repot t the  fact  to  the  Inspector 
exercising  powers  in  the  area.

17.  (1)  If,  after  such  examination  the  Veterinary  Action  after 
Surgeon  is  of  opinion  that  any  ^livestock  or  bird]  is  not  th^'^eterinary 
infective,  the  Inspector  shall  forthwith  return  it  to  the  surgeon, 
person  who  in  his  opinion  is  entitled  to  possession  of  it  : 

Provided  that  where  such  person  cannot  without  un- 
due inconvenience  be  found,  the  Inspector  shall  send  the 
^livestock  or  bird]  to  the  nearest  cattle-pound,  or  deal 
with  it  in  such  other  manner  as  the  3 [State]  Government 
may  by  rules  prescribe  in  this  behalf.

D®cl.”a‘i°n  of  20.  ( 1 ) If  the  Inspector  has  reason  to  believe  that 
places.  ,nece  there  is  an  infective  2[livestock  or  bird]  in  any  field,  yard 
or  building  in  which  2[livesotck  or  birds]  are  kept,  tem- 
porarily or  otherwise,  he  shall  at  once  by  order  in  writing, 
declare  the  place  to  be  an  infected  place  and  shall  deliver 
a copy  of  the  order  to  the  owner,  occupier  or  person  in 
charge  of  the  place  and  report  his  action  to  the  Veterinary 
Surgeon.
